magistrates, clergymen and others write to procure “ the admission of a lunatic this application is, of 
course, informal; as it most commonly happens, ‘that no one fact connected with the lunatic is commu- 
nicated beyond this, — that “ the patient is very violent and dangerous while the application book 
to be submitted to the;Board requires every particular to be entered therein. A printed form of 
admission is sent in reply to all letters, generally with a remark, “ that there is at present no vacancy,” 
and requiring the form to be sent back for entry on the application book; this form sometimes remains 
unreturned for months, frequently is never heard of again, and the patient, of course, remains with his 
friends, or is transferred to the neighbouring gaols or bridewell: 16 patients have been admitted 
within the year from gaols, by warrants of his Excellency ; eight remain as applicants for admission 
from same department. There have been also several applications frorn Nenagh, Clogheen and 
Tipperary Poor Law Boards : there are, in addition, five registered applications within same period.
